How Eiffel Vower Did Its Rit fe the 
War. 


General Clorgerie, who was ebief 
staff to General Gallien! at the

"During the ten year period previ- 
ous to the war, some 2,500,000 imm!- 
grants came into Canada. Of this 
total, Great Britain provided, rough- 
ly, 1,000,000; the United States 900- 
000; the balance coming from other 
countries. Only a small proportion 
of the immigrants from Great Brit- 
ain settled on the farms, while most 
of the settlers coming here from the 
States went on to farms in Western 
Canada. s 

Our problem wil; be, how can we 
obtain’ settlers for our vacant farm 

lands and at the same time care for 
the unskilled labor which {fs quite 
sure to flock to our cities after the 
war. 

The United States at the close of 
the Civil War practically*threw open 
her doors and invited immigration 
from most parts of the world. A 
comparison of conditions prevailing 
in the United States then, and Can- 
ada now, however, shows 2 number 
of important differences. The urban 
population in the United States was 
only about 16% of the total at the 
start of tho civil war$ppp(cufso(8as 
start of the Civit War. Alarge pro- 
portion of the enlistments in the 
Onion Army came from among the 
tarmers as against only 12% of our 
enlistment from among farmers and 
ranchers. When the Civil War end- 
ed there was a ware of industrial de- 
velopment that called for a large 
quantity of labor. The returning sol- 
diers for the most part turned pack 
‘to their farms or moved with ‘thelr 
families to the newly opened home- 
stead lands in the central west. This 
made it possible to absorb the un- 
skilled labor from Europo as fast as 

» the States. In the mean- 
time, the agricultural production 
soon was brought back to a normal 
basis and then started to increase 
fapidly. The opening of the new 
lands in the west created a demand 
for extensive railways and about 15,- 
000 miles were constructed in the 
central and Mississippi Valley states 
during the half decade following tho 
Civil War. This in turn added to the 
demand-for labor and helped to ab- 
“sorb the flood of immigration. 

A survey of labor conditions in 
Canada indicates that there will be 
employment for about 300,000 more 
men after the war than are needed ‘at 
present. This would take care of the 
returning soldiers but for the fact 
that when the manufacturing of

Cariada must look to the United 
States and to the northern European 
countries. for agricultural immi- 
grants. In the U.S. alone, there are 
® large number of young men each 
year who leave the farms and flock 
to the cities because of their inability 
to obtain cheap farm lands. Every 
effort must be made to Interest these 
men and by placing the inducements 
of Canada before them, attract them 
to this country. : 

There is every reason to suppose 
that the tide of immigration that 
flowed to Western Canada from the 


United States before the war can be! 
started again through the proper 


direction. But ‘most of this immi- 
gration .was from experienced far- 
mers, whose training had been under 
practically the same conditions of 
climate, soll, government, language, 
money and society, as they found in 
Canada. Failure among this class of 
immigrants has been the exception. 
In large numbers of cases these im- 
migrants came from European coun- 
tries originally, having merely pass- 
ed a period of acclimation to Ameri- 
can continent conditions during a 
stay in the United States, 

Canada will continue to attract 
numbers of agricultural immigrants 
from tho northern countries of 
Europe in spite of rigid laws, in 
many of these countries, against emi- 
gration. Sweden, Norway, Denmark 
have sent many valuable farm pro- 
ducers to our borders and we may 
expect many more. Even Russia, in 
spite of the broadening democratic 
development there, should be a 
source from which a large number of 
good agricultural settlers can be ob- 
tained. 

Special homestead provisions for 
British soldiers haye been, proposed 
as a possible means of colonization in 
the Dominions. Canada’s experience 
with such a plan after the South 
African war was anything but satis- 
factory. The objective of providing 
liberally for the men who ~have 
fought for the Empire by granting 
farms through the issue of land scrip 
was reached in only s small percent- 
age of cases. Instead, the plan made 
{t possible for land speculators to 
obtain the choicest of the Govern- 
ment lands through the purchase of 
the soldier script at a heavy discount 
And it has been the experience of the 
west that speculators have held back 
the development of large areas of ex- 
cellent land. In our western pro- 
vinces, drastic measures have been 
taken for forcing this unoccupied 
land, held by speculators, into the 
hands of producers by the imposition 
of a sur-tax on unimproved land. 

As. previously stated, the crying 
need of Canoda ts greater agricul- 
tural production. Colonization by 
our returning soldiers that will help 
us solve both the labor and imml- 
gration problems, but we know from 
experience that the men from the of- 
fices, the stores and the trades, will 
seldom make.good on the farm, un- 
less they are given some sort of 
special training in the principles of 
agriculture, or have had some experi- 
ence in this Ine of work. One way 
to successfully place soldiers on the 
land would be to organize them into 
military ‘colonies’ after 
been given one year's instruction at 
a district agricultural school. 

It would be an excellent invest- 
ment for the Government to even 
support the familles of such soldiers, 
through the same separation allow- 
ance that was given soldiers’ families 
during overseas duties, while they 
were attending the agricultural camp 

Agriculture is a business requir- 
ing special knowledge, just as store- 
keeping, or any of the trades. 

Tho Civil War veterans were al- 
lowed a rebate in time equal to the 
period of their services in the army 
in obtaining title to their- homesteads 
A similar provision has been adopted 
in Canada. Duo care should be taken 
'n the other regulations surrounding 
tho homesteading of soldiers as well 
as civillans, so as to be sure that 
every entry.comes from a man who 
has a sincere desire to engage In the 
business of farming. It must be re- 
membered in this connection that al- 
most 90% of our Canadian soldiers, 
and even 2 higher percentage of 
those of Great Britain, have had no 
experlece in farining. As against 
this, the predominance of farmers 
among the Civili War veterans, and 
the population of the country, was 

simost 3 to 1. Yet the history of the 
Central Western States during those 
recorstruction days {s filled. with 
stories of hardships endured and ul- 


farm workérs. It would seem that] - 
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timate faflures of those veterans who 
were not familiar with conditions at- 
tending farm life. 

Canada bas been wont to consider 
that all her farm problems are locat- 
ed west of the Great Lakes; that the 
Esstern Provinces: are eufliciently 
settled. We have now to face quite 
the same problem that the United 
States faced a decade after the Civil 
War, namely the re-popniation of the 
farms in’ tho older sections, left va- 
cant during the great rush to the 
prairie lands fn the West. Michigan, 
Indiana, . Ohfo, Pennsylvania, New 
York and other States were for years 
dotted with vacant farms. The same 
situation {s to be found in Ontario, 
Quebec and the Maratime Provinces 
today. Our Provincial and Federal 
Governments have only recently 
come to realize the fact and are now

g@ dangerous game to play, and Ma- 
dame de Stael, as much in view as 
Marie Antionette herself, became, 
like the Queen of France, the butt of 
scurrilous lampoons, and unpopular 
with the public. She only left Paris 
at the last moment, in 1792. From 
Coppet she crosses to England, joln- 
ing her friends, Narbonne, Talley- 
rand, and Montmorency, flecing from 
the spleen of her own thougits, 
forming the center of that ‘uttle 
coterie of smigres which found! 
safety and a certain relative enjoy- | 
ment at Juniper Hall, in the peaceful! 
Surrey glades. This was an inter- 
lude in the eventful life of Madame 
de Stael. She described it as “four 
months of happiness saved from the 
shipwreck of life.’ 

But the emigres of Juniper Hall 
had their distractions. Conversation 
was always possible, and was not 
Talleyrand of the party? Susy Bar-| ba 
ney, then Mrs. Philips, lifts a corner;

Madame de Stael did not waste her 
j time at Juniper, besides writing 

some portions of her book “Des Pas- 
aions,” the mistakes in the style of 
which Talleyrand amused himself 
by correcting, she was also gathering 
material for her ‘‘Considerations sur 
les principaux,evenmeénts de la Re- 
‘volution francaise,” which, among 
other things apparently foreign to 
the French Revolution, contained 
the chapter, on the English constitu- 
tion and society. Apart from the 
gtateful recollections which Madame 
de Stael preserved of her stay in 
England, she held that country in 
uoos admiration during her entire 

e. 


In her eyes England stood for 
liberty, the deareat thing on earth 
in her eyes, and she said that no 
people In Europe could be compared 
with the English since 1688, for 
“there lay 120 years of social im- 
provement between them and the 
nations of the continent.” “Admir- 
able monument of the moral great- 
ness of man,” she exclaims of the 
British constitution. She sees in this 
achievement of liberty the essential

He was educated 
at Cambridge University, England. 
The Baron purchased the ‘Worary for 
$150,000 and has kept it in Pekin

nourishment.

It has. been estimated that more 
than 10,000 dogs are in tre by the 
various armies at war in Europe; 
how many more have lost their lives 
in service no man knows. 

The idea of the war dog Is no new 
thing. Most modern armies, with 
the exception of our own, bad train- 
ed squads of dogs in service before 
the outbreak of the’ present war. It 
is recorded that the idea originated 
with Herr J. Bungartz, a celebrated 
German animal painter. In 1885 he 
began a system of training with a 
number of dogs. He experimented 
with several breeds, including the 
German pointer, but he found the 
Scotch collie to be, on the whole, 
the most adaptable and clever.

Old-Time Shoemakers 


Travelling shoemakers went from 
house to house, finding usually a 
week’s work In each. Getting out 
his tool kit he would sit plactdly 
down and proceed to make shoes for 
each member of the family. There 
were no paper’ shoes in those days. 
Instead the material used: was reli- 
nble and substantial. Some settlers 
themselves tanned their decerskin, 
out of which footwear for thelr fam- 
illes was made. a 

The settler, as he started out on 
his hunt for game, carried with bim 
flint and tinder, for matches were 
then an unknown convenience. Some 
Umes it happened that he would be 
belated and forced to spend a night 
in the woods beside a fire, which he 
ignited by means of tho flint and 
tinder. One family had in their 
Possession a large sea shell, called 
This, to 
the community in that locality took 
the place of the whistle or horn 
which announces the noon or lunch 
hour in present-day {ndustries. It 
was used as a dinner horn and could 
be heard for a long distance. When 
night came and the man of the house 
was still out, his wife would blow 
upon this shell in order: that the 
sound might help to gulde him home 


First Flax Industries 


When land was got under culti. 
vation, the first settlers sowed their 
fields of flax, out of which they man- 
ufactured in the home not only' 
clothing, but bedding, towelltng, 
bags, ropes and harness. A span 
of ‘horses with rope tugs and lines 
and an old- fashioned Dutch collar 
made of linen, was a frequent sight. 
Tho very first settlers had only a 
few sheep, and it was the custom in 
winter, among the poor families,

HOW RUSSIANS 
| ARE FED 


DESPITE THE REN REVOLUTION 
Great Co-Operative Union of 75,000,- 
000 Keeps Economic Wheels 
Whirling in the Midst of 
Turmoil 


With Russia on the brink of ruin. 
her vast population still manages to 
get along somehow. Recent des 
patches from Petrograd disclose that 
banks are open, the machinery of 
dlstribution fs still working and sup- 
piles are reaching the army and cit- 
fes. 
nomenon? ‘What {fs it that keeps 
Russia from a complete Internal col- 
lapse? Answers to these questions 
were given yesterday by M. Fain- 
berg, of New York, who is the pur- 
chasing agent In the States for the 
All-Russia\ Co-operative Unfon, and 
representative of its Moscow Nar- 
odny Bank. 

The Co-operative Union, M. Fain- 
berg declares, is one of the chief 
forces that generated tho revolution 
and {g now sustaining it. It is feed- 
ing a great part of the people, feed- 
{ng the. soldiers, operating most of 
the industries, including factories 
abandoned by the original owners 
after.the Czar was.overthrown, and, 
working through several ministers 
of the current Provisional Govern- 
ment, is endeavoring to resolve the 
present chaos into some semblance 
of order. 


Union Wants Peace 


Tho Union wants peace. In fact, 

M. Fainberg says it recently proposed 
an international. co-operative con- 
gress “‘to establish international eco- 
nomic relations and to devise means 
tor the NMquidation of the war and 
the consolidation of fraterrity.” 
‘ “But,” sald M. Fainberg, “what 
ever the fate of Lenine or Trotzky 
or Kerensky, the All-Russia Union 
of Consumers’ Co-operative Socletiee 
will see Russia through. It {fs the 
chief stadilizing force, and intends to 
keep Russia intact. : 

“Kerensky fell because the Allies 
refused to state their war aims. 1 
;Would not be suprised to see Leh- 
ine lending the ~armies of Russia 
against the Teutons, because he de- 
mands ofthe Germans concessions 
for peace more drastic than Presl- 
dent Wilson. Through it all, the 
Union stands for Russia.” 

Specifically, the Co-operative Un- 
fon of Russia is an organization 
which embraces about 76,000,000 
people, practically half the popula-

“It. kept order when all the forces 


were disrupted,” explained M., Fain. 
berg. “Its leaders opposed going in- 
to politics at the time but. circum- 
stances forced an issue. The Union 
called the Co-operative Congress in 
Moscow last September and voted 
with Kerensky for a strong army to 
keep Russia intact and for a con- 
tinuance of the alllance with the En- 
tente.”” 

The situation today, with the Max- 
imalists.in power, M. Fainberg as- 
serted, was, in his opinion, entirely 
the result of tho attitude of Great 
Britain and France fn refusing to 
re-state thelr war alms. 

The importance attached to this 
by the Co-operative Union was, he 
said, not due to any particular nd- 
perened to the extreme poifcies of 
Lening and Trotsky, but to its. In- 
terest in preventing an economic 
war on Germany after the peace fs 
declared, 

“Economic war on Germany,” he 
explained, ‘would hurt Russia, We 
would, for instance, have to take 
British ships at their own prices for 
shipments, The Union, therefore, 
opposes the Paris Conference, which 
declared for economic reprisals on 
Germany. Thelr failure, for one 
thing, to repudiate that’ agreement 
caused the fall of Kerensky.”

France—Soup Kitchens Open- 
ed aud Funds Distributed 


Rome, Dec.6.—Since the head- 
quarters of the American Red Cross 
were established here a fortnight 
ago under Major Grayson Murphy, 
the organization has created three 
bureax — administration, military 
affairs, and civil affairs respectively. 
The Administration Department has 
organized subsidiary -departmental 
divisions of accounting, purchasing, 
and transportation of stores and 
supplies, 

Forty-six carloads of assorted ma- 
terials have arrived from France and 
other supplics have:been purchased 
elsewhere in Europe. A warehouse 
has been established; in which have 
been stored ‘hospital — supplies and 
clothing for men, women and child- 
ren. Consignments. of condensed 
milk have ‘been distributed. from 
Genoa and Milan. Representatives 
of the Red Cross are” establishing 
branch warehouses in Genoa, Flor-

and clothing also hve been supplied. 
The equipment and maintenance for 
one year of 150 refugee¢ in Milan 
have been authorized. A shelter has 
been constructed at the Genoa station 
for refugees. The Committee of 
Civil Aid in Rome has been supplied 
with 1,000,000 fre ($200,000) for 
the work among the soldiers and the 
families of the refugees.. Representa- 
tives Investigating local conditions 
throughout Italy carried with them 
300,000 for general refugee work.

Appeal Judge (the final court of appeal), for the exemp- 
tion:of a farmer. The appeal was made by W. H. Rown- 
tree in respect of his son, W. J. Rowntree, from the 
decision of Local Tribunal, Ontario, No. 421, which 
refused a claim:for exemption. The son was stated to 
he an experienced farm hand, who had been working 
on the farm continuously for the past seven years, and 
ever since leaving school He lives and works with his 
father, who owns a farm of 150 acres near Weston, 
Ontario.

In granting the man exemption “until he ceases to 
be employed in agricultural Jabor,” Mr. Justice Duff 
said: :

“(1) In order that the military power of the allies 
may be adequately sustained, it is essential that in this 
country and under the present corditions, there 
should be no diminution in agricultural production. 


(2) The supply of competent labor available for 
the purpose of agricultural production is rot abundant, 
but actually is deficient. Si . 


_ “The proper conclusion eppears to be that the ap- 
plicant, a competent person, who had been habitually 
and effectively engaged in labor essential to such pro- 
duction, ought not to be withdrawn from it. . 


; “It is perhaps unnecessary to say that such exemp- 
tions are not granted as concessions on account of per- 
hardship, still less as a favor to a class. The sole 
of them is that the national interest is the better 
¢ by keeping these men at home. Tle supreme 
necessity (upon the existence of which, as its p ble 
shows, this policy of the Military Service Act is found- 
ed) that leads the-State to take men by compulsion and 
put them in the fighting line requires that ‘men shall be 
kept at home who are engaged in work essential to en- 
able the State to maintain the full efficiency of the com- 
batant forces, and whose places cannot be taken by 
others not within the class called out.”

HOLLAND. THREATENED, 





Germany Hax Designs Against This 
Little Nation, 

Fear of German aggression has 
long prevailed in Holland. It has 
been stimulated by’ (many German 
utterances, Holland: lies across the 
mouths of the Rhino and fs thus a 
barrier to German expansion in one 
obvious direction. There was much 
discontent among the Dutch wher 
their queen married a German 
Prince; they frankly confessed their 
suspicion that this was a step toward 
subiceation by Germany. The war 
can hardly have made them less ap- 
prehensive. Belgium was an object 
tesson they could not fall to note, In- 
deed, one potent argument for neu:

German colonization in Brazil has 
tbeen going on since 1826, when the 
settlement of San Leopoldo in. Rio 
Grande do Sul was establishec, For 
ten years the stream of immigration 
continued, when it was Interrupted 
by the sansculotte revolt in southern 
Brazil. This interruption lasted fot 
imine years. .In 1848 the-flood of set- 
tlera was perceptibly swollen by 
tho families from. Schleswig-Holstein 
and the’ other parts of Germany 
which were affected by the revolt of 
the duchies against Denmark. ~ 

No loss than thirteen important 
German ‘colonics were established 
in southern Brazil between 1848 and 
1860, the earliest “settlers being 
greatly alded by generous grants 
of land from the Brazilian Govern- 
ment, which allotted no less than 
174 acres to each immigrant. Owing 
to speculative abuses this privilege 
was largely reduced—but without 
noticeable effect upon the movement, 
whith-was only checked by the im- 
perial- edict of 1859 forbidding the 
‘jtarther migrations. of Germans to 
Brazil. “This edict remained In vigor 
unti}'1896, when, as Austin Harrison 
terms-him-in the pan-Germanic doc- 
trie, “the great sea emperor, Wil- 
ifam ‘II, saw early and clearly into

Madame de Stael- Love of: liberty 
was born and bred.in her; for Ger- 
mnine Necker, as she was before her 
marriage, was the daughter of a Pro- 
“testant Genevese who, brought to 
Paris on financial affairs, had, by 
the advico of the most eminent men 
in France, been Included In the coun- 
cils of the king. 

Necker’s daughtor, from an early 
age, listened inher mother's saloz 
to the talk of Uberty and reform 
which like the wind before the storm 
was blowing In gusts through the 
hothouse atmospheres of the ancient 
regime. As a‘precocious girl she {m- 
bibed that love of the conversat!on of 
the brilliant’'men and women of her 
milieu, the lack of which she deplor- 
ed In London and In St. Petersburg, 
and for which she pined in the syt- 
van solitudes of Coppet, “la palx Jn- 
fernale” de Coppet she termed it. As 
the wife of the Swedish Ambassador 
in Paris, Madame de Stael enjoyed 9 
position in society which abe greatly 
raised by her ambition and ability 
She made of her salon a meeting 
“place for men of all political creeds, 
boasting that “on s’entend toujours 
& une certaine hauteur;” but it wae 
a dangerous game to play, and Ma- 
dame de Stael, as much in view at 
Marie Antionette herself, became, 
like Queen of Franco, the butt of 
scurrilous lampoons, und unpopular 
with the public.

Mumm cellars In March, 1916, after 
having been bombarded. It became 
known as the Joffre School. \These 
are only a -few/of the schools whicd

, of three of them, the Pommery, 
Champion, and Mumm cellar schools, 
the post office refused, up to Novem- 
ber, 1915, about a year after the 
frst school was opened, to send a 
bost cflice employee to distribute let- 
ters.

An‘ “Italian Sky.”, 

Many poets have written rhapso- 
dies in praise of the “deep blue sky” 
of Italy, The blue is deeper, not be. 
cause the dust therd'fs finer in 
the northérn countries, but : 
in the countries of the north, fejenpes 
the greater coolness of the alts 
"apor more readily condenses “ape 
the dust particles. The dust particles 
thus become large, and sonseaueaty. 
not so effective in turning bac! 
blue rays alone, but others. are also 
reflected, and a grayish light is pro- 
duced. In a single location the blue 
of the sky may appear bluer at one 
(ime than another. The sky is of- 
tentimes sald to be very blue when 
some white cumulous clouds are out-

white. After a shower, when the 
lower stratum of air-is washed of its 
coarse dust particles; a doeper and 
purer blue is the result.

The Danish Government has order- 
ed another reduction in the size of 
the standing army, The step ig 
taken, It {s stated, “mainly for fnan- 
celal reasons, but also because disci- 
pilne in the army has been weakenea 
and its quality deterioriated under 
protracted service.’’ At the begih- 
ning of the European war, Denmark 
called up 45,000 men in addition ‘to 
the 12,600 who fre always under 
tralolng. This force was gradually 
reduced to 25,000, and a# further re- 
duction of about 25 per cent. has 
now been decided adpon. ;

village a certain rent was collected 
and In return the Cossack gave to his M 
country military service from the 
eighteenth year of his age for twenty 
years, Three years were spent in the 
preliminary divisions.

The 
Cossack provided bis uniform and bis 
equipment, as well as his horse, if 
he'were mounted. The Government 
furnished only bis arms. 


The Cossack populatiqn of Itussla 


amounted at the opening of the war 
to 3,000,000 souls, half of whom 
were women. They held under thelr 
especially privileged relations with 
the imperig] Government 146,500,- 
000 acres of Jand. It was so distri- 
buted as to give to each Cossack an 
average of about eighty-one acres, 
leaving a reserve supply of land for 
community purposes, The Govern-

Two spectes of sumzc are. xrown 
in Sicily,-the wild and the cultivat- 
ed. The wild variety has a short 


stalk, small leaves attached two by - 


two to aShort stem, the leaves 


Sparse, covered” with a white fuzz! 


on both sides, the stem with no 
small leaves near its base.. The cul- 
livated plant (Rhus corfarla) has a 
longer stem than the wild, Its leaves 
are farger and are covered with furs 
only on the lower side, and the stem 
of the leaf has small lcayes along Its. 
entire length, 

Sumac requires a dry, loose soll. 
The best is a clay sol! with Mme and 
silica mixed, It does not grow well 
in. damp, compact ground. The soit 


dry. However, the best sumac Is 
grown on soll of volcanic origin. The | 
soll, together: with much’ heat, pro- 
duces the’ greatest amount of tannin. 
The heat Is perhaps the most Import- 
ant element in the production ‘of 
tannin. , In Sicily sumac Is grown at 
all elevations up to 2,000 feet. 

. The gathering of the leaves takes 
Place when they commence to turn 


} yellow, usually.in July and. August. 


The best miethod is to’ gather the 
crop'in three pcriods, First the leaves 
hear: the’stalk up to about the mid- 
dle of the mb are gathered. Twenty 
or 25: days later half of the remain-~ 
ing Ipaves are zathered. A few days 
after this the ends of the twigs are 
cut of." This metbod gives two or 
three jqualitles of samac, but, as ‘it 
requires a great deal of time and 
labbr,-the usual method fs to cut off 
the wholg plant near the ground. The 
twigs are piled on a floor and are 
turned three or four times a day 
with a fork. ‘ f 

After the leaves are separated 
from the wood; they are taken to.the 
mill, where they are packed in bales 
or ‘ground for shipment. There !s 
no treatment at the mill which af- 
fects the amount “of tann!n contafn- 
ed in the sumac.

An extraordinary pastorate came to an 
end when Rev. Dr. Robie: died at Greenland, N. 
H.,.in.the 96th year of-his age and the 65th 
year of his ministry in Greenland Cangrega- 
tional Church. This was the only church of 

which Dr. Robie served as pastor, and up 

the time of his death, he regularly and solely 
met the responsibilities of the pulpit and par- 
ish. He outlived almost all of those who had 

any vivid. memory of him when he went to 
Greenland in 1852. Babies baptized by him, 
in their infancy, received by him in _ their 
youth to church-membership, married by_him, 
brought in turn to him their own children to 
be baptized, and then went on into maturity, to 
die at what we call an advanced age, and be 
buried by the same faithful village pastor who 
had served them at many a critical turning- 
point of their lives.

_ Now that the situation has assum- 
ed a very serious aspect In Western 
Ontario by reason of tho: failure of 
thenfon Nationat Gas Company, 
which has‘ notified its’ nundreds. of 
customers that the supply of gas‘for 
power purposes is to be discontinued 
A dozen towns and cities extending 
from tho St.- Clair River eastward 
will be affected; Windsor, Chatham 
and Walkerville included.  Thero 
sre many flodr mills here and they 
are beginning to feel. anxious lest 
the new order of the gas company 
will force them to shut down. The 
Food Controller also is said to bo 
taking an interest in tho problem 
and ‘has conferred with Sir Adam 
Beck to see what he can do to help. 

Other points in Ontario! have sim- 
ilar’ problems and the question {s 
“What is Sir Adam Beck doing to 
cope with the situation?” He has 
not been {dle, as a resume of his 
work of the past six months will 
show. 

The Chippewa development 
scheme {is belng rushed to comple- 
tlon. Five hundred men are work- 
ing on the canal now, and they are 
well equipped with electric shovels, 
dredges and other labor-saying de- 
vices. $23,000,000 is being expend- 
ed at this point and when the canal 
and power house are completed,

Sherman Said “War is Hell.” 

In answer to inquiries as to where 
Gen. William T. Sherman said war 
was hell, and to refute intimations 
that he never said it at all, the Col- 
umbus Dispatch asserts that General 
Shermap sald {t in Columbus on 
August 12, 1880, and in support of 
the assertion produces from its files 
the copy of a short address he made 
here at that time in which the now 
famous definition of war was made. 

The occasion was a reunion of the 
elvil war soldiers of Ohio, President 
Hayes was a guest of honor and most 
of the lving generals of the + civil 
war were present. The addresses 
were made in the open in Franklin 
Dark. It was raining hard when 
General Sherman’s turn came to 
speak, but he stood out uncovered 
and delivered his short speech. As 
published, it contained just 308 

words. Alluding to the fact that old 

soldiers did not mind rain, he con- 
unued: “You all know that this is 
not soldiering. There is many a boy 
here to-day. who thinks war is all 
zlory, but, boys, it is all hell. You 
! can bear that warning to generations 
yet to come. I look upon it with 
horror, but if {t has to come, I am 
here.”

" Perished. s 


‘Washington, Dec. 10.—The offie-|; 
‘sal Serbian Press Bureau made pub- 
ile today a report on the fate of Ser- 
bian prisoners of war and deported 
civilians’ which was prepared by a 
French journalist at Zurich, Switzer- 
iand: Forty thousand old men. wo- 
men’ and children have been deport- 
ed by the Bulgars from Serbia to 
Turkey. Serbians, interned and 
prisoners of war, are treated with 
uppalling barbarity in» Germany, 
Austria-Hungary and Bulgaria. The 
Serbian’ race, according to this re- 
port, is menaced by the measures 
practiced against it by its enemies. 

“It {s not easy to arrive at the ex- 
uct number of Serbian prisoners of 
war and deported civilians in enemy 
‘According to the returns 
published in the Frankfurter of May 


11, 1917,” says the report, asd

4,000 Prisoners Starved 


“There were about 4.000 Serbs at 
the prisoners’ cdmp at Konigsberg, 
Saxony. They were. mere skin and 
bone, and they were clothed in rags. 
They were housed in a fleld by them- 
selves, divided from those of the 
Prisoners of other allied nations by 
a high barbed wire fence. No one 
was allowed to communicate with 
them. The food they were given 
was disgraceful. ‘Coffee’, clear soup 
without any taste, and a piece of 
bread. That was all. At first the 
French and British prisoners con- 
trived to convey bread and jam, to- 
bacco and underclothing to them. 
But. the commandant of the camp 
forbade them to give anything to 
their unhappy comrades, None the 
less, the Allied soldiers, touched by 
the extreme misery of the Serbs, 
continued to pass a Uttle food to 
themh by night ard by stealth. The 
military authorities sentenced every 
‘guilty’ British or French soldier to 
a fortnight in the cells. The Serbs 
were ‘treated even worse than the 
Rusvians. Their German guards 
fought with them and struck them 
with the butts of their rifles.

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DOMINION PROHIBITION. 


: The measure of prohibition announced by 
© proclamation of order-in-council is a ‘far more 
sweeping measure than was at first supposed. 
Jt will in the course of a few months amount to 
““bone-dry” prohibition for all Canada. As both 
+ manufacture and importation are to be _ pro- 
> hibited it follows that retail sale must also soon 
© cease because the material will no longer exist. 
* When the limited stocks now on hand are dis-; 
* posed of there will be an end of all trading in 
liquors as well as of drinking. 

This is a most drastic move on the part of 

‘the new government but we feel certain it 
* will be strongly backed by public opinion. 
Virtually all of Canada is now under lim- 
» ited prohibition. All of the nine provinces ex- 
cept Quebec have provincial enactments for- 
 idding the retail selling of intoxicants. Que- 
bec, outside of Montreal, is now virtually all 
under local option. 
‘The measure of prohibition that came into 
effect in Ontario on Sept. 16, 1916, was only 
partial in its effect. Importations from Quebec, 
© Great Britain, or foreign countries were still 
“permissible. The social improvement, how-! 
ever, has been almost revolutionary in its na- 
ture. Absolute prohibition at last realises the 
century-old aim’of temperance reformers. We, 
will now be ‘given an opportunity to see how 
their theories work out in practice under most 
favorable auspices. : 

Importations from foreign sources are 
stopped forthwith. Interprovincial importa- 
tions must end on April 1, 1918. The manufac- 
ture will be stopped at a time to be announced 
later. The use of food grains for the manu- 
facture of distilled liquors was made illegal 
some weeks ago. . 

This measure of reform is undertaken asa 
matter of war-time economy and as such is 
most timely. To advise people to conserve the 
food supply on the one hand and turn millions 
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waste on the other hand, was a piece of ab- 
surdity that became more apparent-.and less 
tolerable every day the war progressed and the 
danger of universal famine became’ greater. 
. The Union Government is abundantly jus- 
tified in the beneficent move it has taken. The 
measure will remain in force a iuil year after 
the conclusion of peace, according to the pro- 
clamation.’

Christmas just for the delight of his 
own children, but itp circulation silp- 


ped beyond the family circle, and anuj; 


unknown friend sent.it for publication. 
‘The Sentinel readers paid no attention 
to it, and it passed without comment 
until seven years later, when the same 
paper reprinted It. The second recep- 
tion was very diferent from the first. 
“A Visit From St, Nicholas,” as it was 
then entitled, wns copled broadcast, 
and its author awoke to find his work, 
1¢ not himeelf, famous. 

Although Ciement Clarke Moore was 
educated for the ministry, he never 


took orders. For tle greater part of 


his life he was Identified with the New 
York General Theological seminary, 
being professor of Biblical learning 
and Greek and later of oriental lan 
guages, 

Clement Moore's family life had ma: 
sorrows. Lis wife died at the en 
age of thirty-five. und the two little 
daughters, for whom he wrote “The 
Night Before Christmas,” both died in 
their childhood. His son and name- 
sake lived to the age of sixty-eight and 
is buried in the family plot. 

When “The Night Before Christmas” 
was first published in the Troy Senti- 
nel the editoft wrete:

OBITUARY 

Through the death of G. W. Os- 
trom in the early hours of Wednes- 
day lust, Trenton has lost one of its 
oldest,” best known and highly — es- 
teemed citizens. 

Ullbert Wellington Ostrom, son of 
Sylvester Ostrom and Margaret 
Frei], was born in Belleville on June 
noth, 1837. After passing through 
the schools at his native city. he 
travelled extensitely in the South- 
ern and Western Statex and then 
studied Low under the late Justice 
Wallbridge ond John Bell. After 
Delux called to the bar in IsT6, he 
removed to Trenton, then a village, 
where he resolved to locate and en- 
see upon hix chosen profession. On 
(Christmas Day, 1877 he married 
{Emma L.. youngest daughter of the 
jlate Johr Ross, of Trenton. = The 
isgue of that ‘marriage is three 
sons, all of whom survive. Hurry, 
and Ross, both of Toronto, and Cap- 
jtain Win.

While Trenton was yet « village, 
Mr. Ostrom served as reeve and had 
much to do with the incorporation as 
j# town. Since its incorporation he 
thes served the public faithfully and 
sacceptably- in various offices, 
}Mayor, ax a member of Council, axa 
member of the Board of Education, 
as Secretary-Treasurer of the board 
and for many years as Town Clerk. 

In politics, Mr. Ostrom was a Lib- 
eral-Conservative and under thy 
| Mowat Government regime he was 
elected to the Legislature and szt 
as a staunch supporter of the oppo- 
sition led by Meredith. 

In religion he was » staunch Pres- 
byterian, but was ever ready to lend 
# helping band and manifest sympn- 
{thetic interest in the work of other 
denominations, and especially in all 
undenominational or interdenomina- 
tional effort for tite upbuilding and 
moral betterment of the community. 
On the 1ith day of Muy, 1584. he 
was ordained to the etdership in St. 
Andrew's church, Trenton, and bos 
ifrequently sat ax representative ¢l- 
der in Presbytery and Synod and as 
2 Commissioner also to thé Genoral 
Assembly. For over 30 ye he 
acted gs superintendent of the’ S. S. 
of St. Andrew’s church. 

His interment took olace on 
Thursday, 20th inst. in the cemetery 
on Sidney Front. Of him §¢ may well 
be sald, as of onc of old, ‘He Served 
his generation by thd will of God 
ere he. fell on sleop.”

Boxing’ -Champion’ ‘Postponed His 
‘Own Funeral

Halifax, .N.S.,. Dec: 24.—or all the 
wonderful escapes from death in the 
Halifax disaster, none {s more re- 
j™markable than that of Thomas Foley 
for years champion boxer of the 
Maritime Provinces, who “has Just 
made a remarkable discovery from 
Anjuries he received. , He. was at Kis 
‘home ‘using the washbasin when the 
explosion occurred. He looked to- 
ward the window, when the falling 
glass cut him on the face, arms and 
throat. ..He bled Profucely, losing 
consciousness, and the last thing he 
remembers was one of the soldiers, 
who placed him ona matress, r3- 
marking Guilotiy: -“He's dying; his 
jugular vein {s cut.” 

He knew nothing more \unt{l he 
came to in the hospital seven hours 
later.

LONDON, Dec. 29. ~The Britt British ha have made another con- 
siderable advance in the neighborhood of Jerusalem, the Turks 
having been beaten back on a‘front of thirteen miles: The» of- 
ficial statement concerning the Pelestine campaign tonight says 

“General Allenby reports that on Friday -his troops con- 
tinued to drive back the enemy and advance their line to a 
depth of about two miles on a front of thirteen miles. 

“The advance has given us the high grounds ‘of Ras Akrub 
and Es Suffa—four miles from Jerusalem and one mile north 
of the Jericho road. Anaterram and Kulundia, the last two res- 
pectively, east’and west of the Nabella road and five or six 
niles north of Jerusalem—and Beitunia. 

“The Irish troops met considerable opposition, 
overcame in spite of the difficulties of the’ ground. 

“Although the enemy is falling back, the generally rough 
ground and the mountainous nature of the country makes: pur- 
sult slow and difficult. Our airplanes bombed the — enemy’s 
troops and transport on the Naballa road all the’ day of the 
28th with great effect.”

HIDING THE WARSHIP. 


AE 
Smoke Screete and How They Are 
Used In Naval Engagements. 

Tbe manner in which the density of 
the smoke screens is regulated during 
a battle is Interesting. By partly shut- 
ting off tbe draft to ber boilers a bat- 
tleship is made to emit vlouds of smoke 
which ecreen ber frum the enemy. But 
how can the stokers, who are far be- 
low deck, sce the stacks so that they 
can regulate the smoke clouds to the 
proper density? By an electric “eye.” 
says Popular Science Noutbly. 
eye is placed near the top of the smoke- 
stack, and it records the exact density 
on electric metera conrenlentiy located 
in the boiler room. 

‘This remarkably clever eye is simply 
a wire coil of selenium which is car- 
ried in a housing on the inside of the 
smokestack walls. An electric light, in 
another housing directly opposite, plays 
{ts beams of light squarely upun the 
wire. Now, selenium, as is well known. 
bas the peculiar property of changing 
ita resistance ‘to an electric current 
when the light falling upun It changes. 
The weaker tbe light the greater the 
resistance, and vice versa. 

Evidently, then, tbe denser the swoke 
emitted through the stack the weaker 
the light that gets through the smoke 

| from the electric lamp and fallx upon 
the selenium. By connecting the sele- 
nium with an electric meter and the 
ship's lighting mains the electric cur- 
| Tent going through the meter will be 
lowered by the increased resistance. 
The meter is very sensitive and shows 
the slightest change in amoke density. 
| Moreover, it is callbrated to indicate 
exactly what the actual smoke density 
is, so that tbe stokers can regulate tho 
“cutoff of the draft to a nicety. 

Glass plates are placed in front of 
the lamp and of the selenlum coll to 
protect them from soot. The plates
